ot many of us have great 
memories of queuing in 
a post office, but not so 
Genevieve O’Reilly. 

‘I remember being in a line at the 
New Cross post office, waiting 
with my two-year-old in tow and 
then the phone rings,’ she recalls. 

‘It was the producer of Star Wars 
asking if I would come back and 
be in it again... I remember trying 
to keep my two-year-old busy with 
pens or something at the same time 
- it was a wonderful juxtaposition 
in my life!’ 

O’Reilly laughs at the memory 
and she has plenty to be happy 
about right now. After having most 
of her speaking scenes cut in Star 
Wars Episode III: Revenge of the 
Sith back in 2005, her character 


Mon Mothma - leader of the 
Galactic Senate’s Loyalist faction 
(ie, the good guys) - returned for 
spin off Rogue One last year, a 
smash hit and my second favourite 
Star Wars film (after, as O’Reilly 
guesses correctly, 

The Empire 
Strikes Back). ‘It 
was amazing to 
be a part of that,’ 
she gushes, it 
was a huge studio 
film, but Gareth 
[Edwards, the director] made it so 
character driven, using really 
creative shots, having great 
conversations on set and he wasn’t 
afraid to get down and dirty. The 
fans are wonderful, they are always 
positive - it speaks to so many 


people. It’s lovely to be part of 
something that really means so 
much to different generations.’ 

Although she’s not in the local 
post office when we speak, 

O’Reilly will be picking up her 
daughter at her 
local south east 
London school in 
30 minutes, 
something that is 
an absolute 
luxury for her. 

‘I don’t have to 
fly anywhere, I can take my kids to 
school in the morning, go to 
Sainsbury’s... Oh my god, I love 
it! ’ The reason for her unbridled joy 
is her starring role in The 
Ferryman , at the time of writing 
just starting a West End run after an 
acclaimed stint at the Royal Court. 

The play was already onto a 
winner considering Jez 
Butterworth is the writer and Sam 
Mendes the director, but even so 
it’s an astonishing piece of theatre 
with a truly exceptional ensemble, 
young and old. O’Reilly plays 
Mary Carney, wife of Paddy 
Considine’s Quinn Carney, whose 
dark past in the IRA comes back to 
haunt him. ‘It’s a true joy to be a 
part of something that’s a brilliant 
play, but also one that touches so 
many people,’ she says. ‘People 
respond to it in very honest ways. ►

It’s a very unique experience to be 
sharing this story with people each 
evening, to hear the laughs, to hear 
when they go completely silent, 
when you can hear people are 
crying, when they feel 
uncomfortable...’ 

O’Reilly will be involved with 
The Ferryman until mid October, 
but isn’t the reason for our chat 
today. From south east London to 
the Canadian Rockies, O’Reilly 
will soon be seen in Sky Atlantic’s 
new primetime show Tin Star , 
playing the wife to Tim Roth’s Jim 
Worth, a former London police 
detective who becomes the new 
police chief of a small town in the 
Rocky Mountains. 

Set to be first screened in early 
September, the first four episodes 
that I have been privy to are 
astonishing and I mention that one 
of the first things I thought of 
when watching Tin Star was Twin 
Peaks. It’s not anywhere near as 
weird, but there are some hilarious 
comedic moments interlaced with 
shocking dramatic scenes. The first 
episode, in particular, will blow 
you away with its start and heart¬ 
rending conclusion. 

‘That’s a really lovely parallel,’ 
O’Reilly says, pleased with my 
analogy. ‘I certainly hope it feels 
as dark and interesting and funny 
as you found it. It’s set so remotely 
and that landscape is almost like a 
character in the piece. The creators 
were really unafraid to be truly 
ambitious for the piece 
cinematically, but also in story and 
in character, and it was a really 
collaborative effort. Rowan [Joffe, 


the creator of the series] was really 
interested in my understanding of 
my character, and what a mum 
might say to her child. He was 
really interested in our 
contribution. It was a special thing 
to be a part of.’ 

As good as O’Reilly and the cast 
are, Roth is simply astonishing in 
the lead role. ‘I loved working with 
Tim,’ O’Reilly says. ‘We had a 
wonderful friendship and working 
relationship, we just got on 
brilliantly. He’s from south east 
London too, he grew up around 
here and his mum taught at the 
school right near where I live, so we 
had a ball. What an awesome actor.’ 

It was just last year too that 
O’Reilly wowed us all in The 
Secret , a thriller made all the more 
horrendous as it was based on a true 
story. Does that and the likes of Tin 
Star go to show how much TV has 
come on over the years? ‘The 
landscape of TV is changing with 
streaming and with producers being 


interested in audiences - how they 
are watching things is changing and 
what they would like to see. 
Something like Tin Star respects 
that. Audiences love character 
driven pieces, they love a cinematic 
style, and they are very educated as 
far as comedy and drama 
intertwines. Tin Star is certainly a 
nod to audience’s tastes.’ 

Looking at three things we have 
covered so far - from one of the 
biggest movie franchises ever and 
a sure-fire Sky Atlantic TV hit, to 
the intimacy of the stage - suggests 
how diverse O’Reilly’s career has 
been to date. T feel very lucky to 
participate in all the different 
genres - film, stage, TV,’ she 
agrees. Her characters, too, have 
been a real mix and, oddly, the day 
we speak is the 20th anniversary of 
Princess Diana’s death, who 
O’Reilly played in a TV 
docudrama a decade ago. The 
programme wasn’t well received, 
but O’Reilly doesn’t look back on 
it with any regrets. ‘Our work as 
actors is to touch on the humanity 
of a character, who that is and what 
their story is. It still boils down to 
the same thing - no matter what 
the story, they are a living, 
breathing human being trying to 
make the best of themselves. Diana 
was a woman, a mum, a person 
who was trying to make the best of 
the life she was given.’ 

Whatever the role that comes 
Genevieve O’Reilly’s way, you can 
be assured of a special delivery. Q

Going all things Ghost thanks to a new interest 


H ello, I’ve got a new hobby. I’m doing 

pottery. Have you ever done pottery? Looks 
easy doesn’t it? I thought, I’ll do a starter 
session, watch the teacher for ten minutes 
and then start knocking out pots, this is Christmas in 
the bag - I’ll probably begin with bowls before 
moving on to things with lids and spouts. 

Hmm... It’s 24 hours since I sat at that kiln and my 
arms feel like I just rowed the entire length of the 
Thames. Believe me, I have never felt any exercise 
tug on my bingo wings in the way clay does. 

Back in the 80s when all us kids had left home, my 
mother started to ‘pot’, bringing home various shaped 
vessels which had been thrown, glazed and fired. 

She went through a rather grey and beige phase, 
followed by a period where everything was dappled in 
either blue or yellow with a sponge, then she went a 
tiny bit Japanese. 

I never commented on any of her pots. I never said, 
‘Hey Mum, that’s a great jug, you made a fabulous 
handle there and look it actually pours, wow ace rim 
work by the way and how did you get that neck so 
skinny on that vase?’ I simply ignored her entire 
oeuvre, and so yesterday when I got home from my 
three hour pottery session at The Peckham Kiln 
Rooms, I phoned her to apologize, because guess 
what? Pottery is really hard - like really hard. The 
clay won’t do as it’s told, the wheel has a mind of its 
own and once you lose control of your raw ingredient 
- it’s not like pastry, you can’t just ball it back up 
again and have another go - the clay is unworkable. 

Out of six attempts, I managed two bowls, small 
bowls, the kind of thing you might put olives or salted 
almonds in, the sort of thing that if I saw for sale in a 
shop with a 30 quid price tag on, I’d tut and move 
swiftly on. Not anymore, now I would pick it up, 
admire the craftsmanship, run my fingers over the 
glaze and think, ‘sucker... I wouldn’t sell either of 



mine for under 60!’ Let’s just hope they survive the 
kiln. I shall keep you posted. 

So, how do we feel about ‘box parks’? Because, 
apparently, after Brixton and The Elephant, 
Camberwell is next in line to get one. OK, I’m going 
to admit something here, I don’t get box parks. I know 
it’s all very groovy to have shipping containers 
balanced on top of each other hosting pop up this and 
that, but whilst HSBC bank is still lying empty and 
the old Woolworths site is uninhabited, I can’t really 
see the point. 

Oh and while I’ve got a bee in my bonnet about 
temporary structures, I might as well tell you that the 
Dulwich pavilion at the gallery really annoyed me this 
summer. I just know it cost a fortune and for what? 
The arts are too strapped for cash to let anything go to 
waste, although that said, they did serve a very good 
roast salmon and horseradish lunch! Honestly, I’m 
such an old hypocrite, what’s the betting I’ll be first 
down that box park. I might even open up a pop up 
pottery shop. Q

The past and present are coming together to 
truly showcase the charms of Greenwich 


F rom Hawksmoor churches 
and baroque interiors, to 
contemporary art and 
plans for gleaming glass 
towers, Greenwich truly celebrates 
the past and looks to the future. 

4 St Alfege Church is at the heart of 
Greenwich and is so rich in 
history,’ Vicar Chris Moody 
explains. ‘Henry VIII was baptised 
in the church. His court composer 
Thomas Tallis, known as “the 
father of English Church music”, 
was his organist, and both he and 
General James Wolfe are buried 
here alongside other figures of 
local and national importance. 

We want to be able to share these 
stories with everyone and open up 
the church’s hidden spaces.’ 

The famous Grade I listed 
Anglican church, which is right in 
the town centre, is currently 



applying for Heritage Lottery 
funding for their Heart of 
Greenwich Place and People 
project. This aims to highlight the 
architectural importance of the 
building and improve its access 
and facilities for visitors. The 
church received £150,000 of 
development money in August 
2016, and if its application is 
successful plans include opening 
the crypt and other hidden spaces, 
putting its rich history on display, 
and providing improved access by 
ramp from the North Entrance as 
well as essential repairs to the 
building itself. 

Every Thursday at 1pm the 
church already hosts popular free 
lunchtime recitals and concerts 
often by students from nearby 
Trinity Laban Conservatoire of 
Music and Dance. St Alfege 
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insight 




Church was the first complete 
church project undertaken by 
Nicholas Hawksmoor, a pupil of 
Wren and one of England’s most 
original and significant architects. 

During research at the 
Greenwich Heritage Centre for the 
Heart of Greenwich project earlier 
this year, Conservation Architect 
Richard Hill, of Richard Griffiths 
Architects, was excited to find an 
original ink and wash drawing of 
the north elevation of the church 
by Hawksmoor, probably dating 
back to 1712. This find is a 
wonderful start to our project and 
it is helping us develop our 
plans to reveal and conserve 
Hawksmoor’s masterpiece,’ 
says Moody. 

In addition, Alison Fisher, a 
Greenwich resident and post 
graduate student at the University 


of Greenwich, has been awarded a 
Vice-Chancellor’s Scholarship that 
will enable her to look into the 
church’s role at the centre of the 
community over the last two and 
half centuries, and St Alfege 
Church is keen to hear from 
anyone with family links to 
the church. 

The baroque architecture of 
Wren and Hawksmoor is also set 
to be celebrated in a new visitor 
centre and gallery, designed by 
Hugh Broughton Architects, in the 
King William undercroft, beneath 
the Painted Hall - dubbed the 
‘Sistine Chapel of the UK’ - at 
the Old Royal Naval College. 

The project includes the 
painstaking conservation of St 
James Thornhill’s magnificent 
paintings, in which every inch of 
their 40,000 square foot surface is ► 
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being lovingly cleaned and 
conserved. A bonus for visitors is 
that until September 2018 they can 
don hi-vis jackets and hard hats 
and climb up to a 60ft high 
observation deck where they can 
get so close to the vast paintings 
that they can see the brush stokes. 

The 50 minute tours are proving 
hugely popular, getting five star 
reviews on TripAdvisor, and the 
Old Royal Naval College is a big 
hit with movie 
fans too. Empire 
magazine has 
called the ORNC 
‘the most popular 
filming location 
in the world’ and 
you can pick up 
a free guide, 
which highlights just some of 
nearly 100 films that have been 
shot in Greenwich. Visitors can 
spot locations they will have seen 
in everything from Pirates of The 
Caribbean: On Stranger Tides , 
Four Weddings and a Funeral and 
Les Miserables to Indiscreet , the 
1958 romantic comedy starring 
Cary Grant and Ingrid Bergman. 

Over at Greenwich Peninsula, 
tourists and locals alike have been 


heading for the NOW gallery, 
which is building quite a reputation 
for free Instagrammable 
exhibitions. Their seven metre high 
space has this year exhibited 
everything from Molly Goddard’s 
over-sized tulle dresses and 
Rebecca Louise Law’s 10,000 
fresh irises, to Camille Walala’s 
fabulous multi-coloured maze. 

On 12 October Dance 
Umbrella’s outdoor show Origami 
sees the unlikely 
pairing of a giant 
shipping 
container with a 
gravity defying 
dancer in two 35 
minute free 
performances on 
the banks of the 
Thames. The next day the gallery’s 
new exhibition, The Body Issue , 
which is a study of body and 
anatomy through contemporary 
photography, film and digital 
media, opens and runs until 
13 November. 

At the nearby the Millennium 
Way Retail Park, work is due to 
start this autumn on what IKEA 
promise will be their most 
sustainable store in the UK. The 


Ikea will include a 
rooftop pavilion, a 
community area and 
a biodiversity garden 


33,000 sq m building, which is set 
to open late next year, will include 
a rooftop pavilion, a community 
area and a biodiversity garden, 
along with eco-friendly solar 
panels and rainwater harvesting. 

Further in the future, plans for 
Knight Dragon’s massive new 
Greenwich Peninsula development, 
which was given planning 
permission in 2015, will include 
13,000 new homes, new retail and 
business space, a new tube and bus 
station and ferry terminal, along 
with a film studio and a 5k 
sculptural running track. The 
centrepiece will be a £1 billion 
building topped with a ‘winter 
garden’ atrium and a crown-shaped 
cluster of 30 storey curved glass 
towers by Spanish architect 
Santiago Calatrava. The future 
looks just as exciting as the past. Q

T he Conservatoire in Blackheath 
brings accessible art, music and 
drama of the highest quality to 
the community, just as they 
have done for the past 136 years. A 
grassroots initiative established by local 
residents, with the adjoining concert 
venue, the Blackheath Halls, they form 
part of the oldest surviving purpose-built 
arts complex in London.

Royal Scottish 
Academy of Music and 
Drama. As well as their 
quality, they share a nurturing 
teaching style.

SUCCESS STORY 

Discovering the eclectic world of Muck N Brass and 
the intriguing hack story of founder Zoe Pocock

hat do Nicole 
Kidman and a 1940s 
chest of drawers 
have in common? 
The answer is they’ve both been 
beautified at the hands of Zoe 
Pocock, a former celebrity nail 
technician who now runs 
Brockley-based furniture 
up-cyclers Muck N Brass. Through 
the same process that she used to 
wrap the nails of Hollywood 
A-lister clients such as Angelina 
Jolie and Barbra Streisand, she is 
turning south London’s old and 
unloved furniture into bold and 
colourful pieces of functional art. 

Pocock takes G-Plan and other 
vintage solid wood furniture, 
professionally restores it and then 
applies designer wallpapers, 
vintage posters - in fact, anything 
that can be printed on paper - plus 
a hard-wearing, clear varnish top¬ 
coat to create unique, distinctive 
statement pieces that start at £150 
for a three-drawer chest. ‘We’re 
the Topshop of the furniture world 
- our stuff is funky, functional and 
affordable,’ says the 43-year-old, 
who started the business four years 
ago. In her previous career as a 
manicurist to the rich and famous, 
she came up with the then- 
unknown idea of applying a 
printed wrap that didn’t require 
heat to bond it to the fingernail, 
making it ideal for fashion shows 
and magazine shoots where models 
don’t have time to literally watch 
paint dry. Flustered by her attempts 
to find a TV cabinet that wasn’t, in 
her own words, ‘either flashy or 
trashy’, she saw a gap in the 
market for fashionable, well-made 
home furnishings that don’t cost 
the earth. She applied the nail wrap 
principle to vintage furniture, 
giving it a new lease of life. 

‘It’s like doing nails, but with a 
bigger brush!’ Pocock jokes. 
‘There’s all this beautiful, well 
made, solid wood furniture from 
the 40s and 50s lying around, but it 
looks old fashioned and nobody 
wants it in their homes any more. 




So it’s not expensive yet it’s far 
better than anything you can buy 
flat-pack and has still probably got 
another 50 years of life in it. And if 
your taste changes, you can bring 
it back and we will apply a new 
print to the front that fits with your 
new style so you can keep it 
practically forever.’ 

As well as selling their own off- 
the-shelf items from used furniture 
that they have sourced themselves, 
Muck N Brass also take 
commissions to create bespoke 
work from customers’ own pieces, 
often inherited family heirlooms 
that don’t fit with a new decor. 

Most of her customers are in 
London, but she will deliver 
anywhere in the country for £30, 
often going along in the van 
herself to see the look of 
satisfaction in her clients’ eyes as 
they take possession of their 
home’s new talking point. ‘Your 
surroundings affect your mood and 
your life. Having good, stylish 
furniture in your home can really 
make a difference to how you feel 
about yourself.’ 

Pocock has a keen eye for good 
design and loves mooching around 
south east London in search of 
inspiration. That now-ubiquitous 
pink flamingo print that you’ve 
seen everywhere (even on the set 
of EastEnders recently) was 
actually rediscovered by Pocock in 
the bargain bin of a wallpaper shop 
three years ago. It has now become 
the signature style that has made 


Muck N Brass famous and earned 
her the respect of even the fashion 
world crowd which she left behind. 
‘Matthew Williamson is a 
customer,’ she smiles. She is just 
about to launch her own range of 
wallpaper featuring an animal print 
she designed herself called 
Chimiracle which, she claims, ‘you 
can slap on your sideboard or hang 
on your bedroom wall’. 

For those wanting to learn the 
art of funky furniture 
transformation, Muck N Brass run 
a one-day up-cycling school every 
other Saturday. ‘We cover 
everything, from prep to painting, 
how to work out your design, how 
to find and buy the right furniture, 
even how to use social media if 
you want to start your own 
business.’ Pocock herself has 
13,000 Instagram followers and 
regularly takes sales enquiries and 
orders via the app. ‘It’s £120 for 
the day and we supply a piece for 
you to work on. Nobody leaves 
without a big smile on their face 
and a good table 
under their arm!’ Q

A sweet sounding dish for the new season 


S weetcom is a wonderful early 

autumn treat. Cut raw from the cob, 
the kernels can be mixed with a 
simple batter to make delicious 
sweetcom fritters. I’ve added a little feta and 
some aromatic dill to give the fritters a salty 
tang and a gentle aniseed flavour. Served 
with ripe avocado, silky creme fraiche and a 
smoky chipotle jam, it makes the perfect 
brunch dish. 

Don’t be tempted to use tinned or 
frozen sweetcom, as it’s pre¬ 
cooked. Raw sweetcom gives 
the fritter a much nicer texture 
and a fuller nuttier flavour. 

Once picked the natural 
sugars in sweetcom quickly 
turn to starch, so it’s 
important they are as fresh as 
possible. Your local farmers’ 
market is probably your best bet. 

Look out for cobs with green husks 
that are still intact. 

To make the chipotle jam roughly chop 
six plum tomatoes, two apples and one red 
onion and pop them into a pot. Add two 
re-hydrated chipotle peppers, 125ml of cider 
vinegar and a teaspoon of smoked paprika. 
Simmer for two hours and then process until 
smooth. Return to the pot adding 125g of 
light brown sugar. Simmer for a further 20 
minutes to reduce and thicken. Keep your 
eye on the pot and give the occasional stir to 
prevent the bottom from catching. Pass it 
through a sieve then pour it into a 
sterilised jar. It will keep for a few weeks 
in the fridge. □

SWEETCORN, FETA & DILL FRITTERS WITH 
AVOCADO, CREME FRAICHE & CHIPOTLE JAM 


• Serves: 2 

• Preparation time: 30 minutes 

• Cooking time: 6 minutes 

Ingredients 

2 corn on the cob - husk 
removed and washed 
40g plain flour - sifted 
30g fine polenta 

1/2 teaspoon baking powder 
Pinch of salt 

3 spring onions - finely sliced 
2 eggs - beaten 

1 OOg feta - crumbled 
Pinch of freshly chopped dill 
Juice of V 2 a lemon 


Method 

1 Using a sharp knife carefully 
cut the kernels away from the 
cob. 

2 Mix together all the ingredients 
in a large bowl. 

3 Heat a little light olive oil in a 
pan. Shape a spoonful of the 
batter mixture into a circle and 
place it into the pan. Repeat 
until you have four fritters. 

4 Cook for three minutes on a 
medium heat and then carefully 
turn and cook for a few minutes 
more. 

5 Serve with fresh avocado, 
creme fraiche, chipotle jam and 
coriander. 
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T here aren’t many places in 
London that have seen so 
much change as Borough 
Market. Nestled below the 
railway bridges, at the south end of 
London Bridge, it has existed, in 
various guises, for over 1,000 
years. Always hustling and 
bustling with noise, energy and 
replete with the enticing smells of 
great food, it is very much the 
beating heart of the capital. 

Over the centuries it has 
continually evolved, from 
traditional food market to foodie 
destination. Nowadays it’s pretty 
much a huge food court, a tourist 
hot-spot with thousands 
descending on the area, every day, 
to get stuck into cuisine from 
around the world. Its popularity is 
undoubtedly one of the chief 
reasons it was chosen to be the 
target area of the violent terrorist 
attack, which shocked the world 
on 3 June. 

Much like the market itself, 

Jack Applebee, proprietor of 
Applebee’s on Stoney Street, has 
seen plenty of turbulence on the 
crowded streets in front of his busy

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fish restaurant, but nothing would 
prepare him for the experience he 
went through that fateful evening. 

‘It was the busiest night we’d 
had since I took over managing 
the restaurant,’ he tells me over 
dinner. ‘We were full, it had been 
a busy day and I had just popped 
out the front for a break. Then I 
looked up and saw all these people 
running down Borough High 
Street. They were shouting and 
screaming and telling us to get 
away. It was pretty clear, early on, 
what was happening.’ 

To his great credit, Applebee 

acted swiftly and got all his 

customers out into the back of the 

restaurant to hide and then went 

back to get the key to put the 

shutters down. ‘I had my key in 

and I was willing the shutter to 

come down faster. It moved so 

slowly. And then, all of a sudden, 

they were just there, right in front 

| of me, two of them, with machetes 

| strapped to their hands and what 

? looked like suicide bomb vests 

I around their bodies.

o ‘I made eye contact with one of 

£ them, he was just a few metres in 



front of me, he looked out of his 
head. I didn’t know what to do, so I 
just looked away and started to walk 
towards the back of the restaurant 
where everyone was hiding.’ 

For some reason, you could call 
it fate, or a random bit of good 
fortune, the assailants let him go and 
moved on. However, those in the 
Wheatsheaf pub, next door, along 
with many other people who were in 
the area, were not so lucky. We all 
know how the night transpired. 

After looking over his shoulder 
to see that the murderers had 
moved on, Applebee went back to 
finish putting the shutters down and 
then waited it out, with his team 
and their customers, until the police 
had moved in. ‘We heard gun shots 
and then the police asked us to stay 
where we were. I am not sure I’ll 
ever get over what happened.’ 

lam not sure that

Because he’s too modest, and, 
well, British about it, Applebee is 
reluctant to make too much about 
what he did that night. He saved 
lives. And his bravery is just one 
of the many examples of courage 
in the face of madness, which have 
been well documented since. It 
was a life changing evening for 
many people. However, those who 
live and work in the market area 
were determined to get back on 
their feet as soon as a possible - 
and to remerge, stronger, more 
unified than ever. 

‘The thing that makes me most 
proud is the way the community, 
including our team here at the 
restaurant, just pulled together and 
we got back to business, with a 
clean slate, just a week or so after 
it all happened. We didn’t want 
any evidence of the attack to be 
there, it was all cleaned up before 
reopening. It was our way of 
giving a big two-fingered salute to 
the attackers. They aren’t going to 



break our spirit.’ 

Applebee’s itself has evolved as 
the area has changed over the 
course of the last decade, from a 
place where people come to buy 
produce and take home, to 
somewhere where people come to 
eat. Applebee’s parents set up a 
fish stall in Borough Market in 
1998, but have responded to the 
changing scene around them, 
turning the business into a 
fishmongers with cafe, before 
placing their focus firmly on the 
restaurant trade and establishing 
Applebee’s as the premier fish 
restaurant in the area. Their food, 
which puts fresh, beautifully 
cooked seafood at the heart of 
every dish, is always busy. And for 
good reason. 

I’ve been coming to the area for 
many years. As both a Londoner, a 
food writer and an enthusiastic 
eater, it’s long since been a 
favourite haunt of mine. It felt very 
close to home when I watched, in a 
mixture of horror and disgust, as 
the tragic events played out on my 
TV that night. 

But it’s been fantastic to see 
how quickly Borough Market has 
bounced back to normality. They 
make them tough in this part of the 
world. Borough Market survived 
the Vikings, after all, so it can get 
through this. No problem. It’s such 
a vibrant part of our city. Always 
busy, always full of people eating 
and drinking and having a good 
time on its historic cobbled streets. 
And, thankfully, there are no signs 
that, despite everything that’s 
happened, will ever change. Q

H ave you ever felt like there 
are few eateries that have 
properly realised the perfect 
combination of simplicity, 
but with hints of complexity where 
you want it, quirkiness and a sense of 
luxury too?

dragged us round London searching for 
■ the dish, we were pleased to be able to 
send her a little snapshot of us trying 
the delicacy. It seemed to please all. In 
fact, there entire menu of sides was 
put together perfectly and featured 
mashed potatoes with crispy chicken 
skin and gravy, as well as chips and 
aioli and crab mac and cheese. 

I have to come clean and admit 
that I did let myself down as a 
Yorkshire girl on our visit. Their 
dessert menu plays host to one of the 
most simple but tasty creations of all 
time (not biased at all!) - the humble Yorkshire 
pud. Despite people south of Leeds thinking it 
was the oddest thing on the planet, I grew up 
having Yorkshire puddings for dessert after my 
Sunday dinner, lathered in golden syrup and ice 
cream and Village East have taken note of this 
simple wonder with the Yorkshire pudding 
sundae.

As Kirstie Allsopp sets out on a new mission to find Britain’s Best 
Teashop,, we find out what makes our quintessential cafes so special

W ith a cookery book 
called Kirstie s Real 
Kitchen coming out 
this month and the 
23rd series of Location, Location, 
Location hitting the screens now, 
Kirstie Allsopp is a woman who 
likes to keep herself busy. But, as 
she tells me as I settle down in her 
London home for a cup of tea, she 
will only take part in projects that

As we start 
chatting, Allsopp 
tells me how 
interesting it has 
been putting 
together her 
new cookbook.

felt Allsopp was

brand launched and I am honoured 
to be part of this,’ says Allsop. 

‘I always think that anything 
that involves utilising my 


experience of going around the 
country is a good thing. Phil and I 
are often waiting for filming or 
downright cold so there are always 
two or three sections of Location, 
Location, Location where we are 
in teashops or pubs. We always try 
and start in a teashop. There are 
more pubs than teashops in the 
UK so I’m hoping that with this 
project I can 
convince people 
to create more.’ 

It seems like a

artisan roots and the homemade, 
home-grown idea - there is a real 
movement for it at the moment. 
‘We only need to look at the 
success of Bake Off to see that 
people love this idea,’ says 
Allsopp.

longer hours away from home too, 
so people want a grounding cup of 
tea in somewhere homely.’ 

Clipper is aware that not every 
tea shop is the same, which is why 
it has created six categories for tea 
shops to enter: traditional, 
quirkiest, contemporary, cosiest, 
coastal and the best afternoon tea. 

‘People want independent cafes 
and something that they become 
invested in through the 
community,’ says Allsopp. ‘I went 
to a lovely little teashop recently 
and they were doing a lot of stuff 
to support charity and it made it 
come together. It’s what I would 
like to do when I’m older, set up 
my own little teashop.’ It’s a very 


culturally strong part of our 
country and our identity as a nation 
and Greenwich and the 
surrounding areas, in all its 
villagey vibes, have their fair share 
of quaint little offerings. 

From the critics of all critics, I 
can’t help but wonder what would 
make a favourite teashop for 
Allsopp. ‘It has to have a small but 
varied collection of cakes, perhaps 
a good brownie and a couple of 
things that are wheat and sugar 
free,’ she says.

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A WILD 

ROMANTIC 

Blackheath local Ali Bitterness is 
rejuvenating the traditional notion of the 
florist and championing seasonal produce 


F lowers are a powerful thing 
and, recently, there seems 
to have been a floral 
revolution with talented 
individuals pushing the boundaries 
of floristry and the concept of the 
traditional flower shop. People 
seem to be enjoying blooms more 
than ever, and Instagram has 
created something of a new 
aesthetic when it comes to nature. 

One lady who is pushing this 
revolution is Ali Billenness, who 
recently moved Bloomologie into 
her Blackheath studio. Billenness 
was a journalist for 15 years, but a 
passion for gardening and all 
things flower-powered led her to 
study horticulture with the RHS, 
followed by floristry with the 


acclaimed Judith Blacklock in 
Knightsbridge, the ‘Mary Berry of 
flowers’. She has worked at the 
internationally renowned Moyses 
Stevens florists in Sloane Square 
and for hip east London events and 
contract florist Rebel Rebel, and 
for hotels including Conrad St 
James and The Intercontinental at 
the 02 in Greenwich. 

With the wild romantic trend 
especially having become such a 
firm favourite, it’s no surprise that 
Bloomologie has been featured in 
the pages of Vogue. Billenness 
specialises in local, seasonal and 
natural flowers - the kind you 
won’t find in the supermarket - 
and buys British flowers wherever 
possible, to create a look that is 




wild and wondrous; fragrant and 
fabulous. She is a woman who 
knows exactly what she’s doing. 

‘I always loved growing flowers 
to cut them so my passion grew 
from there,’ she says. ‘But there 
was this real dichotomy between 
what was growing in season and 
what was readily available around 
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me from florists and they seemed 
really different. So I wanted to fill 
the gap between seasonality and 
beautiful grown flowers. It can’t be 
the case that the only flowers 
available are supermarket flowers 
that stay the same all year round.’ 

Billenness is particularly 
excited about the way in which 
British society is moving toward a 
more sustainable focus in life and 
appreciating the big differences 
that only small changes can make. 

Much like the artisanal 
movement that has happened in 
food over the past few years, she is 
a firm believer that the same has 
been happening within the flower 
market too. It is perhaps this that 


sets her apart from the traditional 
floristry shop. 

‘I felt like the traditional florist 
shop had been taken over in 
London by supermarkets and 
online flower shops,’ she explains. 
‘I have a studio 
and people are 
very welcome to 
visit. It’s below 
Home Cafe 
which is really 
nice as they are 
interiors based so I put flowers 
outside there. I didn’t feel I needed 
to have a shop with flowers there 
hoping someone would buy them. 
Instead, I order everything fresh.’ 

It means that people get exactly 


what they want. ‘People are more 
interested in seasonal now. We’ve 
already got it with food and people 
realise it’s mad to be eating 
strawberries at Christmas etc,’ she 
laughs. ‘Now, people are interested 
in flowers looking better in season 
as they are stronger and healthier 
and haven’t been flown around the 
world clocking up air miles.’ 

It’s important to Billenness to 
source her produce locally too, 
from farms around the area such as 
in Kent. ‘We believe in living, 
eating and growing with the 
seasons - and that means flowers 
that are seasonal, locally-sourced, 
and naturally vibrant.’ 

And she is keen to keep 
expanding and spreading her floral 
love, particularly within the local 
area. You may have noticed her 
beautiful creations around a little 
more recently as Billenness has 
been working alongside local 
businesses to make their kerb 
appeal stand out and attract people 
to the premises. 

In October, she is collaborating 
with Blackburn Bridal in 
Blackheath to offer a 
complimentary consultation service 
for brides-to-be, where she will be 
their florist in residence and create 
fabulous displays each month, as 
well as being in the boutique to 
offer advice to brides. 

Working with the local public is 
important to Billenness, so she 
puts on workshops to share her 
passion. ‘We’re holding monthly 
workshops so that you can have a 
play with flowers and make 
something gorgeous,’ she says. 

‘They’re perfect for birthday 
parties or a hen do. Each one 
comes with refreshments, as well 
as a goodie bag to take home along 
with your 
finished work.’ 
Having tapped 
into the online 
market and 
revolutionised 
the concept of 
the traditional flower shop, it looks 
like Billenness’s blooms are going 
to keep on growing and we 
couldn’t be more excited. E3

I t’s 7 am in New York and I am 
sitting cross-legged in Central 
Park. An hour long sunrise 
yoga session is the best way to 
start your day in Manhattan and 
proves that there is more to life 
here than cocktails and shopping. 
New Yorkers are embracing the 
chance to chill out and enjoy 
nature and health conscious 
residents are enjoying the benefits. 

To help tourists enjoy an 
equally chilled visit, Viceroy 
Central Park is offering its guests a 
new two-night Wellness Weekend 
Package, that not only includes 
your hotel stay, but also the chance 
to try out a mindfulness class and a 
run or sunrise yoga session in 
nearby Central Park. 

Arriving on Friday evening it’s 
always good to hit the ground 
running and after checking into our 
fabulous rooms at the Viceroy, we 
walked a couple of blocks across 
to Lavo New York (lavony.com), a 
buzzy uptown destination that 
somehow manages to combine an 
impressive Italian restaurant with a 
late night club too.

trip, somehow it seemed to last 
longer. Our last day in the city was 
the highlight of my trip. If you 
think mindfulness has taken off in 
the UK, wait till you get to New 
York. In the past two years 
meditation classes have sprung up 
all over the city and Manhattan’s 
frazzled citizens can’t get enough. 
At MNDFL (mndflmeditation.com) 
on 60th Street we took a Sunday 
morning meditation class on how 
to handle your emotions better. 
Mobiles are banned and sitting 
cross legged in a beautiful white 
room, it’s great to treat yourself to 
an hour of reflective time. Feeling 
positive, we ended our weekend at 
the Chalk Point Kitchen, a funky 
basement restaurant in the West 
Village (chalkpointkitchen.com) 
where healthy eating is the order of 
the day. Giant organic salads are 
the popular choice here, washed 
down by matcha tea. 

On the flight home I realised 
that while I hadn’t shopped up a 
storm on my trip, what I had 
brought home will last me longer 
than a new dress - the ability to 
find inner calm wherever I live.

Experiencing a barefoot luxury break in the Maldives 



P icture yourself gliding 
through the crystal-clear 
turquoise waters of the 
Indian Ocean, admiring 
the patterns and colours of parrot 
fish, Maldivian sweetlips and 
Picasso trigger fish - to name just 
three examples of the abundant 
marine life that surrounds the eco- 
conscious resort of Gili 
Lankanfushi. Later, you can dive 
deeper with the instructors at the 
Ocean Paradise Dive Centre. 
Afterwards, perhaps swim out to 
one of the overwater hammocks, or 
catch some sun as you try your 
hand at stand-up paddle boarding 
or even surfing.

From implementing a non- 
intrusive, best practice approach 
when it comes to their dreamy 
sunset dolphin cruises (spot the 
spinner dolphins as they dance 


through the air), to an inspiring and 
extensive organic herb and 
vegetable garden, it’s fully 
immersive. There’s virtually no 
plastic whatsoever, and the island 
boasts an admirable rocket 
composter from UK company Tidy 
Planet that I believe more resorts 
should invest in. The natural 
materials and ingredients used are a 
delight and a feast for the senses, in 
everything from the lounge-tastic 
furniture to the cardboard straws, 
the sea salt exfoliator provided by 
the bath and the fresh salad leaves 
served in wooden bowls in the bar.

work and every day life. 

Also for couples, but equally for

A ccording to Ofsted

IMAGINE THIS 


Discover Children’s Story Centre is about to open up the world of 
Julia Donaldson and Axel Scheffer - and here’s how they did it

V ery rarely do children’s 
books come along that 
captures the public’s 
imagination as much as 
those by Julia Donaldson and Axel 
Scheffler. The nation’s number one 
picture book pair, six of their stories 
have sold over one million copies 
in the UK alone. Perhaps their best- 
known story, The Gruffalo , has sold 
11.5 million copies and been 
translated into 72 languages. 

Discover is the UK’s first hands- 
on creative literacy centre for 
children aged 0-11 and their 
families. Our mission is to spark 
children and adults’ imaginations in 
a magical and stimulating 
environment. We create and 
commission large-scale, immersive 
exhibitions for families to explore, 
diving into the works of popular 
children’s authors and illustrators 
such as Oliver Jeffers, Michael 
Rosen and Dr. Seuss. It came as no 
surprise that when we asked our 



visitors who they would like to see 
in our next exhibition, two names 
came out overwhelmingly on top: 
Julia Donaldson and Axel Scheffler. 

With such a large catalogue of 
stories to work from and scope to 
create amazing landscapes from 
Scheffler’s illustrations, we 
couldn’t deny that this would be a 
fantastic choice for a Discover 
exhibition. Our exhibitions take 
over a year to plan, design and 
create; and we began the process 
by contacting Scheffler, who has 
long been a supporter of the centre. 
With him firmly on board, we 
approached Donaldson’s agent, and 
pitched concepts to the publishers 
who hold rights to the content, 
Macmillan and Scholastic. It has 
been a truly collaborative process, 
and all parties have been both 
supportive and enthusiastic. 

With such a huge body of work, 
it’s hard to know where to start. 
Which books do you choose? 
Which images from which books 
do you create? How do you unlock 
all there is to unlock in a variously 
limited (size, time, cost, capacity) 
space? Of course you can’t include 
everything, but in the end we 
decided to focus on 12 books, 
including some of the pair’s most 
popular stories, from the original A 
Squash and a Squeeze , to The 
Gruffalo , Room on the Broom and 
The Highway Rat. With the broader 


pattern of the worlds mapped out, it 
then becomes about detail - which 
characters or scenes to portray, and 
how to build in activities that will 
unlock a child’s imagination and 
enable them to engage with the 
story.

L et’s take our hats off to everyone 
who is self-employed. I think it 
takes real courage to invest your 
own money in yourself, in a 
business you believe in, taking a calculated 
risk, knowing that if it fails, your whole 
world could come crashing down. Being 
self-employed is a case of putting your 
money where your mouth is and should be applauded. 

Typically, employed people will look longingly at 
the self-employed and say things like 4 Oh it must be 
wonderful being your own boss!’ or if ‘I was self- 
employed, I’d be on the golf course every Friday’. 

I mean look at the benefits, surely - you can run your 
business as you want, see and feel the fruits of your 
own labour, manage your diary to include leisure 
time, take time off as and when you want, utilise 
inspired accounting to pay less tax and, best of all, 
report to no-one but yourself! 

But is being your own boss really that good? How 
about the fact that most self-employed people don’t 
have a work pension scheme, no sick or holiday pay 
and tend to have incomes that fluctuate wildly, making 
planning difficult? If you are self-employed, you may 
be worried about taking on commitments, especially 
long term ones, such as buying a home, paying into a 
pension, savings plan or insurance policy. How do you 
cope with long term commitments when you don’t 
have a regular income? 

Here are five ways to cope: 



1: Treat yourself as an employee 

This may sound like a paradox as one of the 
main benefits of being self-employed is not 
feeling like an employee! Many self- 
employed people however live on bread and 
water; investing everything that comes into 
the business back into the business. This is 
probably necessary for the first 12 months. If 
the pattern continues, however, something may be 
wrong.

2: Don’t be afraid to take on commitments

deny yourself. The basics would be sick pay, death benefit 
for your loved ones and a personal pension. 

3: Take a holistic view 

Many self-employed business owners are narrow minded 
and short sighted in their thinking, worrying about the 
next contract or concerned about what would happen if 
work dried up. Uncertainty causes fear and fear paralyses 
so don’t allow fear to paralyse your thinking and your 
ability to plan. The best way to counter fear of the 
unknown is to build a reserve of three month’s income. 
Think about your likely income for the whole year, not 
just on a month by month basis. Then plan accordingly. 

4: Budget, budget, budget! 

Know thy self, know how much you need coming in and 
understand your expenditure. Many self-employed people 
bury their heads in the sand and try to bumble along from 
day to day without really understanding how their 
cashflow works. Having a clear understanding of your 
income and expenditure will give you confidence. 

5: Believe 

Remember why you did this in the first place, revisit 
your business plan and drive your business forward 
with guts and determination. Never take anything for 
granted and be prepared to do whatever you have to. 
Most of all, believe in yourself. Being self-employed is 
a case in point of putting your money where your 
mouth is. Round of applause for you! □

RIGHT TRACK 

Much anticipated rail and tube extensions 
will make living in the capital easier

C rossrail’s arrival is just 

now over a year away, yet 
savvy investors and 
owner-occupiers have 
been buying in locations up and 
down the Elizabeth Line in 
anticipation of price growth since 
construction began in 2009. David 
Fell, Research Analyst at 
Hamptons International, says as 
the prospect of the new service 
starts getting close to reality, 
owner-occupiers buyers have 
increasingly been taking the place 
of investors.

Come the 1st October neighbouring Royal Borough of 
Greenwich is bringing in a form of Landlord licencing 
which seems to be “under the radar” of most landlords. 
Under The Housing Act 2004 the government gives each 
council (including Lewisham and Southwark) the power 
to introduce such legislation locally! 

Under this scheme, If you are renting your Greenwich 
investment property to three or more unrelated 
individuals then your property will be classed as an HMO 
and you will need to pay a licence fee to the council and, 
with the licence, each landlord will have to follow a set of 
conditions they MUST adhere to. THIS WILL OPERATE 
IN THE WHOLE OF GREENWICH BOROUGH. 

The fees will be £377 per habitable room (i.e bedroom) 
but there is an “early bird” discount and it is even cheaper 
if you use a regulated agent - such as Conran Estates who 
are ARLA regulated! Each licence is for a five-year term. 
The owner is wholly responsible to obtain a licence (not 
the managing agent) and it will be a criminal offense for 
non-complianace. 

An example would be, if you rent your two-bedroom flat 
to a couple and their friend, this is classed by the council, 
as an HMO and you will need a licence and further 
stringent conditions will need to be adhered to! 

I would question if this is the first step to a full licencing 
scheme which is what Croydon Council have done in 
recent times. Who knows, only time will tell! The big 
question is will Lewisham and Southwark introduce the 
same - after all, it is a great way to bring in cash to each 
council. I would say be prepared as it has hit Greenwich 
Landlords by surprise!!!
